That little group of despairing states- 


men who sailed for Japan some weeks 
ago in search of tbe> true facts with refer- 
ence to the demonetization of silver by 
that country have not yec favored the peo- 
ple of the United States with the result of 
their Investigation. 


The single tax, the Initiative and refer- 


endum, and other now fade in regard to 
governmental functions are now being 
carefully studied by the Democratic lead- 
ers, who see that their old issues have lost 
force with the people.

during the 


three years ot the operation of the Wilson 
law would i3o well to glance over the his- 
tory ot oar commerce during the past half 
century before they venture a definite as- 
sertion that low tariffs open foreign mar 
tets to our products. During the past 


. quarter of a century our exports have ex- 
ceeded our imports by $9,500,000,000, in 
round numbers, while during the preced- 
ing quarter of a century the Imports ex- 
ceeded the exports by $1,400.000,000. The 
last quarter of a century has been one of 
a constant proectiva tariff, with the ex- 
ception of the nnbappy three years just 
ended, while the preceding quarter of a 
century was one of low tariffs, except the 
war period, In which, of course, produc- 
tion was limited and home consumption 
abnormally large. In the past quarter 
of a century there has been but five year^, 
in which the exports did loot exceed the 
Imports, while in the quarter of a century 
preceding it,tbere were but two years in 
which the exports did not exceed the im- 
ports.

MORE STRIKERS IN THE CITY. 


Arrival of a Delation of Minors from tlio 


Towns of TaylorvllJe and Tana- 


All at the Camp, 


TbeiSpringfield .camp of striking coal 


miners received a number of recruits this 
forenoon from tbe towns of Taylorvllla 
and Para, tbe delegation arriving by 
walker's train at about 11 o'clock, and 
marching through tbe city to tbe tent on 
t>io Bain place, whoru there was a cordial 
welcome for tbo tired men who had oome 
a distance of about 35 miles since last 
evening. 


There were 90 men in the delegation, 


followed by two wagons. They came 'in 
by way oi the St. Louis bridge, east on 
Decatur street to Union, north to Jeffer- 
ban, east to Main, north to Washington, 
east to Franklin, north to Wood, east 
aoross tho Central railroad to tho camp. 
Nobody attempted to interfere with tb,o 
movements of the marchers 
Now there 


are perhaps 180 men at tho camp, not 
counting the 
Deoutur men who have 


homes Sn the oily, but spend pait of their 
time nb tbu oauip. 


It is olalmei by tho strikers that they 


are now in better shape for tho hopnd-for 
shut down of tho old shaft, and it would 
afford them great pleasure to see all ol 
the men stop work. 


This morning all of the men aro nt 


work at the new shaft, and more men are 
in tbe old shaft than went down yoster 
day morning. There are enld to be 80 
men at work at tbe old shaft; today. 
Tbe 


officers of the company cannot tell what 
will happen. 
They know that many oi 


tbe men are daily annoyed by tbo menac- 
ing presence of tbs strikers, and as al 
ready stated on several occasions tho strlk 
ors make it tbelr daily business to meet 
and harrasB and plead with the Decatnr 
men to stop work for the good of tbo gen 
oral cause, but thus far most of tbe inon 
who want to hold their jobs, for they have 
no grievance at all, and thoy don't soe 
that tbe closing of the Deoatur mines 
would affect tho result anyhow. They aro 
tired of the dally annoyances. Many o 
tbo men, despite ths presence of tbe strlk 
ers feel that they will remain at work 
just the en,ne 
But the strikers say they 


will have tbo looal men out at last

seems to bo a waiting game on both sides 
Another meeting'of the strikers was halt 
last night, but tbe proceedings are not 
given out fcr publication.
